A Wholesale TUIef Arrested.—Yes- 


terday Marslial Haworth received a tele- 
gram from Illiopolis saying 
that a 


man answering a description given by 
the Marshal in a postal card not long 
since, of a certain thief that was wanted 
in this pl.-ico, had been arrcstod there.— 
Tho Marshal responded to the dispatch 
in person, and on his anival at Illiopo- 
lis foilnd that the fellow in custody was 
the veiy chap he wanted. He at once 
took the'gentleman in tow and brought 
him to this city, where ho was turned 
over to Sheriff Jennings to await his 
examination at 3 o'clock this afternoon. 
The fellow went by the name of Spen- 
cer at Illiopolis, while here he called 
himself Bob Whitakcr at one place and 
some other narns at onolhcr. That he 
isascienccd scoundrel Is evident from 
Iiis exploits in the stealing business for 
the month OP two preceding his arrest. 
The first theft of this light-fingered gen- 
tloman, which has come to light here, 
was perpetrated at tho American House, 
upon one of the hired girls, from whom 
he stole five dollars in money. From 
there he wont to a boarding-house on 
North Wnter street, where ho stole a 
vest and pants, together with a w^tch 
and some rnoney.fiom a man who was 
stopping there over night. About the 
same time he stole a lot of bedding from 
Uio residence of Dr. Black, in the north 
part of town, by breaking a light of 
glass from tlio bedroom window, and 
pulling it from the bed.

with himself, leaving his own clotlies in 
exchange. He then made his way west- 
ward, and stopping in Harristown over 
night, ho stole a pocket book containing 
some money belonging to Miss Lizzie 
McOuire, the telegraph opeiator there, 
who was boarding at the house where 
tho fellow put up for the night. 
His 


appearance at Harristown assisted in 
getting tlio Marshal upon his trail, and 
ycsteiday he was airested there as stated. 
The clothing stolen from the man in 
Moultrie county, was found upon him, 
and every article was recovered. Miss 
McC4uire's pocket-book was also found 
with him, and the evidence of his guilt 
is conclusive 
By the foregoing ac- 


count it ivil'c be seen that he has been 
doing a land-ofiico business at thieving 
and roblioi}, but he has now suspended 
operations and will [not probably "re- 
sume" lor some time to con e.

Death on Potato-bugs.—It is claimed 


by those who profess to know, that the 
weather this winter luis been particu- 
larly favorable to the destruction of tho 
potato bugs. The heavy lains, succeed- 
on by hard fieezing, it is said, will com- 
pletely clcstioy the germs from which 
they hatch. 
If these calculations are 


reliable, farmeis will do well to plant 
more breadth than they are accustomed 
to, as potatoes invaiiably bung a good 
price in tlie winter in this locality, how- 
ever cheap they may be in the fall. 


A Suggestion.—As we hear consider- 


able complaint about corn being unusu- 
ally soft and light this year, rendering 
much of it unfit for shipment, we would 
suggest that oui farmers, who are in a 
condition to do so, buy up stock hogs 
and feed their corn, thcicby turning at 
into poik, which is sure to command a 
good pi ice lor the next twelve months 
It is tiuc theie is somewhat of a scarcity 
of stock hogs in this county, ;but we
